EXPENSE OF RACING. 

“Few persons have any idea of the enor- 
mous expense incurred by a millionaire turf- 
man,” says the New York Sun of Dec. 20. 
“Racing has often been called the ‘sport of 
kingrs,’ because of the great amount of money 
involved and the fact that onlj' men of 
wealth can race on a large scale. W. C. 
Whitney headed the list of winning owners 
the past season, his share of the stakes and 
purses amounting to nearly $100,000; but it 
is estimated by conserv’ative turfmen that it 
cost Mr. Whitney close to $75,000 to run his 
stable. 

“ ‘To race on the same scale with Mr. 
Whitney, Mr. Haggin, Mr. Belmont, Mr. 
Keene and other millionaire owners,’ said 
a well-known horseman at the Hoffman 
House the other day, ‘requires plenty of 
money. In the first place, a trainer like John 
W. Rogers, who handles the Whitney horses, 
or James Rowe, trainer for the Keenes, must 
be engaged at a salary of close to $10,000 
a year. Then if you want to have two such 
jockeys as Redfern and Burns, you must pay 
the price. Redfern received about $17,000 
from Mr. Whitney last season, and Bums 
got $10,000. Without high-class jockeys a 
millionaire starting in fresh is at a big dis- 
advantage from the very beginning. 

“ ‘If you w’ant to w’in rich stakes you have 
to make liberal nominations. The forfeits 
and entrance fees alone amount to a small 
fortune. It is safe to say that Mr. Whitney 
during the past ^’ear paid out $25,000 in 
forfeits and fees of various kinds. A rich 
owner generally has about twenty horses in 
his stables and it costs on an average about 
$4 a day for each. This includes feed and 
stable hands and practically covers all other 
items taken in connection with the care of 
the thoroughbreds. At the rate of $80 a day 
and 200 days in the racing season here, it 
would cost $16,000 to keep a stable of this 
size. Transportation is another large item, 
so that one can readily see that many rich 
stakes and purses must be won before ex- 
penses are paid. 

** *A poor owner, who has half a dozen 
selling platers, has expenses correspondingly 
small. He generally trains the horses him- 
self and engages any available jockey at 
the prevailing terms, $25 for a winning 
mount and $15 for a loser. He does not be- 
lieve in big stakes, but depends on overnight 
events or selling races, where he has a 
chance to win a purse of $400, $500, $600, 
$700 or a $1,000 now and then, which always 
comes in handy. He can maintain his few 
horses at $2 a day each or less, and his 
transportation is kept down to a minimum. 
But it is pretty hard picking for these poor 
owners on the Metropolitan tracks when they 
have to buck up against the powerful stables 
of Keene, WTiitney, Thomas & Shields and 
many others. 

“ Tt was a fact that during the fall meet- 
ing at Brighton there were 350 horses stabled 
at that track, and at Sheepshead Bay and 
Gravesend, that had not won a race all the 
season. Their owners were pretty neariy 
all in, and. a long, cold winter made them 
handle their loose change gringerly. It was 
a question of moment how they were going 
to be able to pay feed bills. Some of them 
i succeeded in scraping enough money to- 
gether to take their horses to New Orleans, 
where they've got a chance to put their feet 
on velvet before next spring. 

“ T can tell you that it is a pretty risky 
business to start a racing stable if you 
haven't a bank roll to draw on. Luck is 






every^thing in racing. Some people have it 
with them all the time, and they are enabled 
to build up a powerful stable in time. Then 
they can afford to lose now and then, because 
they’ve got the capital to win back all they 
drop. Other poor fellows have nothing but 
adversity to contend w’ith, and in some cases 
their run of misfortune is pitiable. Yet with 
the Fates against them they hang on, always 
hopeful that something will turn up.’ 

“An illustration of the vicissitudes of poor 
owners "was the case of Wally Fessenden, 
the former baseball umpire, who owned Pass 
Book when he won at Jamaica at 100 to 1. 
Fessenden said recently that on the day the 
killing was effected he spent his last $2 in 
the morning for breakfast for himself and 
wife. He had arranged to hav-^e tw’o Wall 
Street men bet $1,500 on Pass Book, his 
share to be half the gross winnings. After 
the race Fessenden cut up nearly $50,000 with 
the brokers and is having a most comfortable 
winter.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

With Africander coming along well at 
Gravesend, there will be an opportunity, bar- 
ring accidents, of his wiping out the defeat 
he suffered in The September, when The 
Picket finished in front of him handily. It 
was in that race that Africander pulled up 
so lame that he had to be retired, and it 
was feared for a time that he had suffered 
a bowled tendon. Latest reports are that he 
is in the best of health, and an occasional 
romp in his Gravesend paddock is ample 
proof as to his spirits. These colts should 
meet in many of the big classics, for w’hich 
it is promised both will be pointed, and 
their meeting will be looked forw’ard to with 
interest both east and west. 

Gorman & Bauer, it is reported, have de- 
cided to race exclusively in the east next 
year. All but the best of their present string 
will be disposed of, and they hope to have 
a winning stable. The star of the string 
is the Mirthful colt Bardolph, which was 
one of the good three-year-olds of the w’est 
during the last season. The standby of the 
stable, however, is Jack Rattlin, now a four- 
year-old. Jack Rattlin is a sort of second 
Logan, one of the kind that goes on for a 
long time, if not forever. Jack Rattlin has 
started against all sorts of horses and under 
varying conditions as to weight and track, 
but has always given a good account of 
himself. Gorman went east two years ago 
with Mabel Winn and a few other horses of 
moderate class, and although his colors were 
seen in front on several occasions, his horses 
were not the kind to win the big events. 
He was mixed up in a selling race strife 
while there that was no doubt a bit ex- 
pensive.

When this 
filly won the Alabama Stakes at Saratoga, at 
a mile and a sixteeth on the turf, last August 
her performance was of the kind that made 
people believe that she was about the best of 
her age and sex that had thus far been un- 
covered. The three-year-old fillies of 1903 
had made no bright mark in turf annals until 
this particular race, and when Stamping 
Ground finished first, with such performers 
as Gravina, Astarita, Ada Nay, Stolen Mo- 
ments, Wild ThjTue, Judith Campbell, Girdle 
and others behind her, it was not going far 
to say that she dominated her class. It will 
be said that the conditions were all in favor 
of Stamping Ground on the occasion of her 
victory". The running of the Alabama Stakes 
over the new grass course at Saratoga was 
the initial race on that particular track, and 
so it was particularly unfortunate that a 
steady, soaking rain had put the course in 
such condition that all previous work counted 
for nothing at all. But the fact remains that 
Stamping Ground was first home, even 
though it was apparent that her advantage 
lay in her ability to negotiate the doubtful 
going. Off none too well. Stamping Ground 
trailed in the early part, but when she made 
her move, there was nothing else in the 
race, for she won easily, leaving it to Gra- 
vina and Astarita to fight for the place hon- 
ors.

In spite of her re- 
cent serious illness. Dr. Farley believes that 
Stamping Ground will race again next year.

STAMPING GROUND. 

Stamping Ground, the sterling daughter of 
Lamplighter and Elise, has been near to 
death within the last few days, says the 
Morning Telegraph of December 19. She had 
an attack of pneumonia, and it was only 
through the incessant vigilance of Dr. Far- 
ley that her life was preser\’ed. When this 
filly won the Alabama Stakes at Saratoga, at 
a mile and a sixteeth on the turf, last August 
her performance was of the kind that made 
people believe that she was about the best of 
her age and sex that had thus far been un- 
covered. The three-year- old fillies of 1903 
had made no bright mark in turf annals until 
this particular race, and when Stamping 
Ground finished first, with such performers 
as Gravina, Astarita, Ada Nay, Stolen Mo- 
ments, Wild ThjTne, Judith Campbell, Girdle 
and others behind her, it was not going far 
to say that she dominated her class. It will 
be said that the conditions were all in favor 
of Stamping Ground on the occasion of her 
victor>^ The running of the Alabama Stakes 
over the new grass course at Saratoga was 
the initial race on that particular track, and 
so it w’as particularly unfortunate that a 
steady, soaking rain had put the course in 
such condition that all previous work counted 
for nothing at all. But the fact remains that 
Stamping Ground was first home, even 
though it was apparent that her advantage 
lay in her ability to negotiate the doubtful 
going. Off none too well. Stamping Ground 
trailed in the early part, but when she made 
her move, there was nothing else in the 
race, for she won easily, leaving it to Gra- 
vina and Astarita to fight for the place hon- 
ors. After the race F. R. Doctor, the owner 
of Stamping Ground, received an offer of 
$12,000 for his filly, which he promptly re- 
fused. Although she was not always success- 
ful after that, she showed her extreme worth 
by beating Injunction and a field of others at 
Sheepshead Bay in September, following this 
up by a defeat of Eugenia Burch and others 
at Gravesend. On her last appearance for 
the year, at Jamaica, on November 10. 
Stamping Ground beat Colonsay, Sheriff Bell 
and Wild Thyme in the Mineola Handicap, at 
a mile and a sixteenth. In spite of her re- 
cent serious illness. Dr. Farley believes that 
Stamping Ground will race again next year.
